Police Chief To Issue Per 
mits For Those Residing 
In Sierra Mad re 


BROTHERTON’S 


In accordance with provisions 
of a recent order from the War¬ 
time Civil Control Administra¬ 
tion extending certain temporary 
exemptions for alien travel limita¬ 
tions in Military Area No. 1, of 
which Sierra Madre is a part. 
Mayor Tom Schwartz has nomi¬ 
nated Chief of Police Gordon 
McMillan' alien permit officer 
for Sierra Madre, and has for¬ 
warded his name to Lt. General 
John L. DeWitt for approval. 

The new order from General 
DeWitt governing enemy alien 
travel was bssued August 19, and 
will permit the freer movement 
of aliens on .specific business. 
Permits for travel outside the 
five mile radius from the aliens 
home will be issued for official 
business visits to courts, state, 
county or federal offices, emer¬ 
gency trips necessitated by death 
or serious illness of near rela¬ 
tives or dependents; visits to 
relatives in detention or intern¬ 
ment camps, to those confined 
in hospitals or similar in.stitutes, 
and on other approved business. 

Before an alien may take ad¬ 
vantage of the order he must 
have a written permit. Such per¬ 
mits to be issued here by Mc¬ 
Millan, will be issued only after 
each case has been investigated 
and in many instances will be 
limited to not more than one trip 
each month.
